Sheriff's department investigating 
New Brockton man’s disappearance

The Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department is looking into the dis- 
appearance of a new Brockton man, 

Terry D. Allums, age 36, was last 
seen on Saturday afternoon, July 
25, when he told his wife, Glenda, 
he was going to walk to a nearby 
fish pond; however, she didn't 
report him missing until the follow- 
ing Tuesday morning, July 28. 

Authorities from several local 
law enforcement agencies assisted 
by rescue personnel did a ground 
search and aerial search of the area 
located along AL Hwy. 51 North. 
They also drug the pond but did not 
find anything to indicate that 


Allums was in the water. 

Canines had led the searchers to 
the pond but the area had already 
been “tracked up” by searchers, 

The missing man’s wife told 
authorities that her husband had left 
home for a couple of days at the 
time in the past, but he had always 
called and let her know that he was 
alright. 

At the present time law enforce- 
ment officials do not suspect any 
foul play in Allums’ disappearance, 

Anyone who has seen or knows 
Allums’ possible whereabouts is 
asked to call the Coffee County 
Sheriff’s Department at 894-5535 
or their local police department.

Monday of the month. He noted that 
he and the town clerk, Annette 
Williams, have recommended seve 
al changes for the council to consi 
er in the proposed budget.

Lusher gave council members 
report on the department’s activiti¢ 
for the month.

Grave robbers arrested and 
recovered remains reinterred

The Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department has signed warrants 
and juvenile petitions on three per- 
sons alleged to have robbed a grave 
near Kinston, AL. 

Arrested were Sanchez Lamar 
Peacock, 22, of Opp, AL and Joey 
C, Preston, 18, of Samson. A 15 
year-old female is also being ques- 
tioned in the case. 

The two men are being held in the 
Coffee County Jail in New 
Brockton on a $25,000 bond, 

A skull and several skeletal 
remains believed to be those of 
Annie Lee Page, a 32-year-old 
female, have been recovered, She 
was buried more than 100 years 
ago in Old Town Cemetery located 
in a Wooded area near the Pea River 
just north of Kinston. 

The investigation began over a 
week ago when Opp police reported 
to Coffee County authorities the 
possibility of a grave being dug up 
in the county, 

The arrest of the two men came 
during the investigation into a bur- 
glary that occurred at C.C, Bess’ 
Store which is located in the area of 
the graveyard, They had been 
charged with the alleged burglary 
after a tip from an informant had 
been received by authorities, 


Peacock and Preston face a one to 
ten year prison sentence and up to 
$5,000 in fines should they be 
found guilty. They are charged with 
desecration and destruction of a 
burial ground 

Last Sunday, the recovered 
remains of Page were once again 
laid to rest in the Old Town 
Cemetery. Several descendants ot! 
Ms. Page attended the occasion. 
Also attending the services were 
representatives from the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department.

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Last Friday morning Mayor James Grimes called us to a meeting in his 
office where grocery store was the subject of discussion. While the one 
hour meeting with Grimes and one of the major players in the field left us 
more informed of the problems, it did not give us what the people of Elba 
want ... the date for the opening of another grocery store in Elba. We did 
learn that a hold-up in getting a store in the former Big Bear building is 
because the lease on the building is in court ligation, That may last a cou- 
ple of weeks - or months, The new Family Dollar building will be finished 
in a few weeks and that will leave the old Big Bear facility ready for expan- 
sion into the 20,000 store all potential operators seem to want ... when 
everything else is settled! Folks, there are all kinds of people interested in 
opening a grocery store in Elba, but something always seems to hold up the 
signing of papers on any of the five or six locations under consideration for 
a supermarket. As our being there was to get up to speed on the status of 
the project(s), the questions were pointed and intended to learn as well as 
to quell a few of the rumors being circulated, One firm wants to lease at 
what is called “less than fair rent factor,” another wants a building without 
a lease, one is looking to borrow a half million dollars, then there are sey- 
eral who are interested but don’t want to even talk as long as there are court 
proceedings ongoing concerning existing building leases. Hang in there 
Elba, we honestly believe things are going to get better in the future (and 


we mean near future). 


Another meeting held in Elba last week was attended by the Alabama 
Development Office (ADO) folks. They encouraged Elba folks to network 
with existing Elba industry in efforts to expand the local work force. They 
also offered suggestions on how to be prepared to attract these related (and 
other) businesses. It sounded positive for the future of Elba. 


Alabama farmers need to take a few minutes to thank our Alabama leg- 
islative delegation in Washington. It was their uproar which regained the 
cotton tarmers right to plow up their cotton crops this year, collect their 
crop insurance and avoid paying for some chemical company services no 
longer needed. This might not seem like a lot to some folks, but to that 
farmer out there, already losing a year’s work ... it means a whole lot (like 


survival), 


The past week has seen some positive words coming down the pike for 
Elba citizens. First, we had an upbeat meeting of the Governor’s Flood 
Recovery Task Force last Thursday. Elba has not been forgotten! There 
were reps from EMA, SE Ala Regional Planning Commission, HUD, 
Choctawhatchee-Pea-Yellow River Watershed Authority, ADECA, FEMA 
and with the best news - the Arriy Corp of Engineers. It was refreshing to 
hear that the Corp office in Mobile has finally gotten the word on the $5 
million legislative appropriation to work on the levee and instructions to 
get the ball rolling on this project. FEMA and HUD assured us the money 
will get here for the much cussed and discussed “buy-out program” and 
ADECA continues to help with ideas on how to work with the rules, etc.

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ELBA CITY SCHOOLS 


The Elba City Board of Education is committed to providing an orderly, well disci- 
plined environment in which students can attend school. The school administration is 
expected to implement this commitment. Students are expected to conduct themselves 
at all times in a manner that will contribute to the best interest of the school system. 


Good discipline is extremely important to the total school program and is vital to the 
development of citizenship. It is anticipated that most discipline problems can be han- 
died between teacher, child, and parents/guardians in a calm, reasonable manner. 


Formal Disciplinary Actions 


The following is a list of alternative methods for disciplinary action 
which may be administered by the school principal or his/her designee to 
students enrolled in the Elba City Schools: 


A. SCHOOL BUS SUSPENSION 


A student may be denied the privilege of riding a school bus because of 
misconduct on the bus for a reasonable and specified period of time. The 
parents/guardians will be notified in writing of the student’s school bus 
suspension 


B. CORPORAL PUNISHMENT 


The use of corporal punishment should follow the use of other correc- 
tive measures which have failed to improve student behavior. Prior to the 
administration of corporal punishment, the student shall be given an 
opportunity to explain his/her actions. When corporal punishment is 
required, it shall be administered with care, tact, and caution by the prin- 
cipial or teacher according to board policy. A second member of the pro- 
fessional staff shall be present to serve as witness and shall be informed 
of the reasons for the punishment prior to it being administered. Corporal 
punishment shall not be administered in the visual presence of students. 

All cases of corporal punishment shall be documented by the person 
administering the punishment. Included in this documentation should be 
written explanation of the reasons for the corporal punishment and the 
name of the witness. 

Corporal punishment shall not be administered in the presence of visi- 
tors. No teacher is allowed to administer corporal punishment for another 
teacher. 


C. OUT-OF-SCHOOL SUSPENSION 


A student may be placed on out-of-school, suspension by the principal. 
This disciplinary measure is the removal of a student from school for vio- 
lation of school policies, rules or regulations, or for otherwise causing 
interference with or disruption of the orderly operation of the school. 
Situations which might dictate out-of-school suspension include: 1) pro- 
cedure for expulsion of student being exercised, 2) presence of student 
poses an immediate and continuing threat to him/herself, others, and or 
school property: 3) violation of school regulations. Procedures for out-of- 
school suspension will be enacted in accordance with Board policy. 


D. INSSCHOOL SUSPENSION PROGRAM 
(SS) 


The Elba City School In -School Suspension Program consists of a 
supervised detention area during the school day. This provides for an 
alternative school setting away from and separate from the regular class- 
room and student body. Students may be assigned to this program on 
either a short term (3 days) or term (5 days) basis. Students assigned to 
ISS will not be allowed to associate with the student body during the peri- 
od of time they are assigned to this program nor participate in sports, 
cheerleading, band or any other school activity, nor are they to go on 
school related trips or outings. Bathroom breaks and lunch breaks will be 
scheduled at a time that does not conflict with other breaks or lunch peri- 
ods. Students will be under the constant supervision of the ISS supervisor. 

Students will be required to complete all assignments from the regular 
classroom teachers during the time they are confined to the ISS program. 
The assignments, reports, tests, etc., will be graded by the regular class- 
room teacher. 

Students will not be allowed to talk, confer, walk around, attend assem- 
blies, sleep, use the phone, or leave class while assigned to the ISS room. 
While a student is assigned to ISS he/she may not drive on campus, 

The length of time assigned to the ISS may be extended for any student 
that fails to abide by or adhere to established ISS rules. 

All students assigned to the ISS program will be assigned by the prin- 
cipal or assistant principal for reasons as stated in the Code of Conduct 


Guidelines given below: 


Classification of Violations 


Violations of the Code are divided into three classes: Class | - Minor, 
Class II - Major, and Class III - Terminal. Each classification is followed 
by a disciplinary procedure to be followed by the principal or his 
designee, 

In the following classes of violations and disciplinary procedures, it is 
understood that the student will be provided with due process before any 
disciplinary action is taken, 


CLASS I - MINOR OFFENSE 


1.01 Distraction of other students - any behavior that alters the teach- 
ing process of the classroom or educational activity, 


1.02 Quarreling, minor harassment. 
1.03 Use of profane or obscene language. 


|,04 Non-conformity to dress code - any dress that is disruptive to the 
educational setting or is a hazard to the health or safety of the student. 


1.05 Minor misbehavior on a school bus, 


|.06 Inappropriate public display of affection. 


1.07 Gum chewing. 
1.08 Eating or drinking in unauthorized areas. 


1.09 Locker abuse, incidental defacement, littering of school 
property, 


1.10 Possession of radios, tape players, cards, electronic games, etc. 
without written administrative approval. 


1.11 Sitting in parked vehicle after arriving at school or returning to 
vehicle during the school day without permission. 


1.12 Tardies - Procedures will be followed as outlined under “Tardies.”’ 


1.13 Minor physical conflicts - (ex: pushing, shoving) which stops when 
directed to do so, (It should be understood that the principal or his 
designee shall investigate all fights and make appropriate decisions 
concerning the roles of each participant). 


1.14 Disrespectful behavior - or, failure to follow specific instructions 
or school policies, disobedience. 


1.15 Any other violation which in the discretion of the principal may 
deem reasonable to fall within this category after consideration or 
extenuating circumstances. 


DISCIPLINARY ACTIONS 
FOR CLASS I OFFENSES 


First offense: In-school conference, disciplinary action by teacher and 
parental contact when warranted. 


Second Offense: Parental contact when warranted and disciplinary action 
by the teacher. 


Subsequent Offenses: Corporal punishment, refer to Administrative 
Office, In-School suspension. 


CLASS If MAJOR OFFENSE 


2.01 Illegal organizations - any attempt to use the school day for activi- 
ties that are not school related or school sponsored. 


2.02 *Gambting - any participation in games of chai e for money and/or 
other things of value. 


2.03 Defiance of School Board employee’s authority - any verbal or 
non-verbal refusal to comply with lawful direction or order of a 
School Board employee. 


2.04 Possession or use of tobacco products on campus - possess on the 
person, in the locker, or in the effects of a student. 


2.05 *Vandalism - intentional and deliberate action resulting in injury or 
damage of less than $50 to public property or the real or personal 
property of another. 


2.06 *Stealing, larceny, petty theft - the intentional unlawful taking or 
carrying away, of property valued at less than $25 belonging to or in 
the possession or custody of another. 


2.07 *Possession of stolen property with the knowledge that it is stolen. 


2.08 Threats, extortion - verbal or written or printed communication 
maliciously threatening an injury to the person, property or reputa- 
tion of another. 


2.09 *Trespassing - willfully entering or remaining in any school prop- 
erty without being authorized licensed or invited; or after having 
been authorized, licensed, or invited, refusing to deps,. when 
warned by an authorized person to do so,

3.06 Stealing, larceny, grand theft - The intentional unlawful taking 
and/or carrying away of property valued at $25 or more belonging to 


or in the possession or custody of another. 


3.07 Burglary of school property - entering or remaining in a’structure 
or conveyance with the intent to commit an offense therein during 
the hours the premises are closed to the public. 


3.08 Criminal mischief - willful and malicious injury or damages at or in 
the excess of $50 to public property or to real or personal property 
belonging to another. 


3.09 Possession of fire arms - any firearm (including a starter gun) 
which will, or is designed to, or may be readily, converted to expel 
a projectile. 


3.10 Unauthorized discharge of a pistol, rifle, shotgun, airgun or any 
device or any other weapon, instrument, or object. 


3.11 Possession of weapon - knife metallic knuckles, tear gas guns, 
chemica! weapon or device, or any other instrument or object with 
the intent to be used as a weapon. 


Bomb threats - any such communication which has the effect of 
interrupting the educational environment. 


3.13 Explosions - possessing, preparing or igniting on School Board 
property explosives likely to cause bodily injury or property dam- 
age. 


3.14 Sexual acts - acts of a sexual nature including, but not limited to bat- 
tery, intercourse, attempted rape, or rape. 


3.15 Aggravated battery intentionally causing great bodily harm, dis- 
ability or permanent disfigurement, or the use of a deadly weapon. 


3.16 Inciting or participating in a major student disorder - leading, 
encouraging or assisting in major disruptions which result in 
destruction or damage of private or public property or personal 
injury to participants or others. 


3.17 Indecent exposure - intentional explicit exposure of private parts, 
“mooning” etc, 


3.18 Assaults or threats directed toward a School Board employee. 


3.19 Any other offense which the principal may deem reasonable to fail 
within this category.

last be able to compete with other teams in its class; Andalusia has slipped 
and is now only 27 students from moving down into the 4A ranks; W.S.

Size does make a difference 


Among schools in same class 


When the Alabama High School 
Athletic Association recently re- 
classified its member schools 
according to student enrollment fig- 
ures, it did so as fairly as possible, 
with the smallest 67 schools being 
placed in Class 1A, the next 67 in 
Class 2A, and so on, with the 6] 
largest schools left making up Class 
6A. While the process has been in 
place for years, and appears the 
only logical way to classify the 
schools, it does create a large popu- 
lation difference in many of the 
classes. 

The largest variance in school 
sizes comes in Class 6A, where 
there is a student population differ- 
ence of over 1,200 students from #1 
Robert E. Lee (1,941.5) to #61 
Fairhope (694.8), Of the sixty-one 
schools in the state’s largest classi- 
fication, Lee has over 1,000 more 
students than thirty-eight of the 
schools, and over 1,200 students 
more than the smallest thirteen. 
When one considers that the popu- 
lation is based on only grades 10- 
12, it means that there are over 400 
more students per grade attending 
Robert E. Lee than thirteen of the 
other schools in the same class. 

The gap is not quite so wide in 
Class 5A; however, there is a stu- 
dent difference of over 300 students 
from #1 Phillips (690.1) and #67 
Dallas County (386.9). A total of 
twenty-four schools have over 200 
students less than the largest school 
in this class, which would put the 
class difference at over 66 students 
per grade. 

The size difference narrows a bit 


in Class 4A, where there is an 
enrollment difference or slightly 
over 100 between #1 Emma 
Sansom (385.3) and #67 Munford 
(275.2). A total of ten schools have 
over 100 students less than the 
largest school, which means that the 
total per grade is over 33 students. 

The gap in enrollment closes 
even more in Class 3A, where there 
is a difference of less than 80 stu- 
dents from #1 Kate Duncan Smith- 
DAR (274.9) to #67 Mclntosh 
(196.3). While the size difference is 
indeed smaller, it still can play a 
major factor when a school has over 
25 students per grade more than 
another school in the same classifi- 
cation. 

The enrollment difference in 
Class 2A shrinks even more, with a 
difference of less than 65 students 
from #1 West Morgan (195.5) to 
#67 Kinston (129.8). The difference 
is smaller, which is better for all 
schools in the 2A ranks. However, 
at a small school it can, and does, 
make a big difference when a 
school has over 20 more students 
per grade than another. 

The difference in student popula- 
tion is also very evident in Class 
1A, where there is a difference of 
almost 90 students from #1 
Brantley (126.4) to #67 Paint Rock 
Valley (37.9). The gap isn’t quite as 
large when Vina, the smallest 
school to compete in all sports is 
considered, but there is still a differ- 
ence, with the largest school having 
around 20 students per grade more 
than the smaller schools in the class.

Water is the most abundant sub- 
stance in the human body as well as 
the most common substance on 
earth. Like the oxygen you breathe, 
you can’t live without it. 

On average, an adult's body 
weight is 55 to 75 percent water, 
Compared with body fat, lean tissue 
holds much more water. So the lean- 
er you are, the higher proportion of 
water in your body. Males, with 
more muscle, carry a higher percent- 
age of water in their bodies than 
females do. 

Water suppresses the appetite nat- 
urally and helps the body metabolize 
fat. Studies have shown that a 
decrease in water intake will cause

capacity, some of 
dumped into the liver.

FIRE DEPARTMENT GETTING NEW PUMPER 


Elba City Council okays land deal 


by Ferrin Cox, Publisher 


————————— 

Tuesday night the Elba City 
Council approved the sale of three 
acres of land in the Airport 
Industrial Park for a new Elba 
industry. Mayor James Grimes told 
council members that Couch 
Concrete Company was interested 
in Opening a concrete plant in Elba 
and would accept a three acre lot in 
the industrial park, immediately 
behind the National Guard Armory. 
The facility will employ 8-10 peo- 
ple, according to information fur- 
nished to Mr. Grimes. 

The mayor noted that the last land 
sold in this area was for $2500 per 
acre. He recommended the council 
declare this property surplus and 
available to the concrete firm. The 
vote was unanimous in favor of the 
action. 

Another action of lasting impact 
taken by the city council was the 
acceptance of the lone bid for a new 
fire truck. Sunbelt/Emergency | bid 
$198,792, which was several thou- 
sand less than expected, council 
members were told. There is an 
added bonus of a $7,156 discount if 
the vehicle is paid for within 30 
days of placing the order, however 
delivery is several months away. 

Grimes told the council members 
there is a very slim chance of 
approval on an interest free loan the 
city has applied for to finance this 
purchase. He said the “points” 
assigned to the application make it 
unlikely the loan will be approved. 
Council members suggested the 
mayor check with the local banks 
on the cost of a loan for the pur- 
chase of this vehicle. 

The final motion was “buy the 
fire truck and arrange the payment 
plan too best suite the needs of the 
city.” 

L. M. Burch was appointed the 
the Elba Board of Adjustments to 
complete the term of Mrs. Juanita 
Scott, who died recently. The term 
expires in August, 2000. 

The city council approved a new 
six foot fence around the ballpark in 
Mulberry Heights. Grimes present- 
ed the project in two parts, recom- 
mending the city put up the outfield 


fence and later when cash funds are 
better, complete the project. Council 
member Ben Carpenter made a 
motion to do the whole thing at 
once, Grimes and other council 
members agreed. The cost of the 
fence is $4,636. That is for 1,109 
feet of six foot high fencing, plus 
the related gates. 

Monthly bills totaling $39,424.51 
were approved for payment. Some 
of these charges are for flood dam- 
age repair, while others are for rou- 
tine day-to-day business. Vehicle 
repair cost $10,338.28; new library 
books cost $2,089.72; gravel and 
clay for road repair cost $3,104.97; 
advertising was $932.23; balance on 
the police phone system was 
$3,140.41; gates for levee drain 
pipes cost $3,821.80, while engi- 
neering work at the Caroline Street 
bridge and for some street resurfac- 
ing downtown cost $5,440.00. The 
resurfacing is with a $100,000 state 
DOT grant and one of the require- 
ments was that official engineering 
drawings be secured before the 
resurfacing is done. 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
reported that the recorder for all 
phones and radiosin the police 
department has arrived and will be 
installed in the near future. This 
equipment was furnished by a grant 
from EMA. The recorder will give a 
permanent record of all phone calls 
and radio transmissions. 

Whitworth said he is working to 
again offer a direct link from busi- 
ness’ security alarms and the police 
department. He noted that some 
insurance companies require this 
link as part of the insurance policy. 
The security firms will furnish the 
equipment but will not pay the 
installation cost. When Whitworth 
knows this amount, he will convey 
that to the mayor, who will work out 
the details with the companies 
involved. 

Sue Atkins and Wanda Little 
addressed the council with com- 
plaints of rats, mosquitoes and 
sewage odors in their neighborhood. 
They referred to a petition, signed 
by several dozen people in the 
neighborhood, which had been pre- 
sented to the City Clerk demanding 


Elba School System’s enrollement 
up from the close of last year

Last Thursday evening the Elba 
City School Board members heard 
Superintendent Charles Pearce 
report that enrollment for the year 
will be up from the closing enroll- 
ment last year. The school lost 38 
Students immediately after the 
March 9th flood, but will gain at 
least 17 new students in the current 
year. Beginning enrollment in the 
school system is projected at 1,069. 

Board members also heard an in- 
depth report on the results of the test 
scores from the latest SAT/9 test 
given to students in the Elba school 
system. Mrs. Harriette Boyd gave 
the board a slide presentation on the 
test results from the nine grades (3 
through 11) which take the annual 
test. One slide showed Elba stu- 
dents in third place in the 3S “clus- 
ter” of similar schools within the 
state. Her presentation also showed 
comparison scores for the three- 
year period the test has been given 
to Elba students. 

According to Mrs, Boyd the 
results from the various parts of the 
test can be used to measure the 
effectiveness of teaching methods, 
and for individual students it will 
highlight strengths and weaknesses 
of that individual’s learning 
process. Each student will review 
his or her individual test results and 
a plan for each student will be “My 
Best,” “My Worst,” and “My Plan.” 

A summary by class sparked the 
following comments by Mrs. Boyd. 
3rd grade - highest score in math 


procedure; lowest score in vocabu- 
lary; The 4th grade had impressive 
math scores and was lowest in read- 
ing; the Sth and 6th grades also 
scored highest in math; the Sth 
grade students were low in social 
science and reading comprehension 
while the 6th grade was low in read- 
ing. 

The 7th grade scored highest in 
language mechanics and in math 
and lowest in reading; the 8th grade 
scored low in vocabulary and math 
procedures; 9th graders scored, on 
the average, high. in language and 
low in reading; !Oth graders scored 
low in reading comprehension and 
math while the | 1th grade was low 
in math, science and reading com- 
prehension, 

The test results can be broken 
down even finer, such as math prob- 
lem solving, procedures, computa- 
tion in context, etc. The same infor- 
mation breakdown is available in 
language and in the sciences. 

Mrs. Boyd acknowledged that the 
10th and Ilth grade scores were 
disappointing, but this is a statewide 
problem, She told board members 
that teachers and administrators are 
searching for some way to motivate 
students in these grades to put more 
effort into the testing, She explained 
that since the SAT test grades are 
not reflected on report cards, it is 
hard to get the test taken seriously 
by the older students. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
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action. Another problem they men 
tioned was vehicles parked in the 
street, making it impossible for 
emergency vehicles to pass. The 
two said they believe the problem is 
coming from the property of 
Charles and Jackie Marler. 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow said 
the city attorney was looking into 
the matter with the health depart- 
ment and some action on the prob- 
lem is expected in the very near 
future. 

Grimes closed the meeting with 
comments on the city’s operating 
budget. He noted that revenues have 
been limited, with sales tax totals 
lower than projections. The shortfall 
is about $40,000, but Grimes said 
during the last couple of months the 
flow of funds has picked up, partial- 
ly to a better system of collection by 
the state tax agency over that of the 
private firm previously used, 

Grimes also pointed out budget 
overruns in several departments. He 
attributed most of these problems to 
the extra manpower required during 
the flood and cleanup of the flood 
damage.

County Commissioners get update on E-911

The bimonthly meeting of the 
Coftee County Commission started 
out with what appeared to be a 
record-breaking short meeting but 
that was not to be. It lasted almost an 
hour not including the bill-signing 
session. 

There were no items listed under 
either heading of old or new busi- 
ness; however, Charles Webb, direc- 
tor of Coffee County’s Emergency 
Management Agency, gave commis- 
sioners a brief update on the imple- 
mentation of the county-wide E-911 
system. 

He commented that the assigning 
of E-911 addresses for the county 
was about 99 percent complete for 
the whole county. 

Webb told commissioners that one 
major move was being made this 
week in converting to the use of E- 
911 addresses as postal addresses. 

All rural routes serviced by the 
Enterprise Post Office will switch to 
the address assigned to each resi- 
dence by the E-911 addressing pro- 
ject as the permanent mailing 
address. 

“Residents of all the Enterprise 
routes will be receiving a notice in 


computer 


the mail that they should start using 
their new address now,” said Webb. 
“By the way, that’s being commonly 
referred to as the 911 address, I'd 
like to stress that’s not just the 911 
address - that’s is the new address - 
period!” 

The director also noted that there 
are sull those residents which have 
not respond to the request for infor- 
mation, 

“I'd like to stress that anyone who 
has not given us their family infor- 
mation such as telephone number, 
number of people in the family, etc., 
Will not be in the emergency data 
base until we receive that informa- 
tion - so we need to hear from those 
folks,” he said. 

Webb told commissioners that he 
expected the rest of the county to 
begin switching to the new address- 
es real soon.

Initially, the commission, by a 
vote of 4-3 (Commissioners Bernest 
Brooks, Kayo Lewis, Robert 
Stephens, and Linda Westbrook 
voted yea while Commissioners

After 
several minutes of discussing the 
motion, and ways in which to sell 
the surplus equipment, Stephens’ 
motion passed by a vote of 5 to 2. 
Commissioners Westbrook and 
Lewis opposed changing the deci 
sion already made by the commis- 
sion to follow the recommendation 
of the county engineer. 

Then, Commissioner Dalrymple 
made a motion seconded by Averett 
to hold an auction in the county to 
sell the surplus equipment. This 
motion, after several minutes of dis 
cussing on how the auction should 
be held, passed unanimously. 

The engineer was directed to 
coordinate the auction and secure an 
auctioneering firm to handle the 
sale. Tindell stated that he would try 
to arrange with the auction company 
to have other equipment from the 
surrounding area brought in to help 
“attract” a crowd of buyers. 

Tindell asked for the passage of a 
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Coffee County School System's 
1998-99 year off to good start 


Cotfee County's schools got off 
to a good start when students 
returned to the campus” on 
Wednesday of last week. 

“We had the best opening we've 
ever had in Coffee County,” said 
Superintendent Rodger Bowden. 

Bowden commented the county- 
wide enrollment in the three (3) 
schools was down about thirty (30) 
students from last year’s number; 
however, he added, this is normal 
and he expects this number to 
increase as the year progresses. 

The board met last Thursday and 
held budget hearings and on Friday 
in a special called meeting adopted 
the largest budget ever for the 
Cotfee County School System, This 
year’s budget totals 
$12,738,039,00, The 8.5 percent 
pay increase for teachers accounted 
for much of the increase in this 
year’s budget according to the 
superintendent. 

Superintendent Bowden reported 
that the system started this year 
with a balance of $700,000.00 in 
the general fund and with federal 


funds added this figure comes to 
$1,123,818.00. 

He noted that the number of 
employees in the countywide sys 
tem totals 241 with 150 teacher 
units. Of that 150 teachers, 135 
salaries are totally funded by the 
state while 7 are federally funded 
and the remaining are funded total 
ly by the county. 

The board approved the hiring of 
one new teacher in Thursday meet- 
ing. Lisa Duebelt was employed as 
an English teacher at Zion Chapel! 
High School. 

Other changes in personnel were 
as follows: 

***Julie Martin will teach first 
grade at Kinston Eleinentary School 

***Delisa Parrish will teach first 
grade at Zion Chapel Elementary 
School 

***Teresa Ward will teach third 
grade at Zion Chapel Elementary 
School. 

***Paye Kelley will teach special 
education at New Brockton 
Elementary School
